For several yours 
th^ buffalo, which lias been thu chief 
sustenance of the niitives, h:is beoa de- 
-creasing- iu uuinbor, ;niii tin; iiupfdy luis 
been bnroly suHicieut in lupot the wants 
of the fndiaus north of the boundary 
line. The invasion of the ten itory by 
SirriNd BoLt with his tribe of 8,000 
persons, all large cousuninrs of buflalo 
meat, lias contributed to still further 
deplete the supply and best authorities 
are of opinion thai the bufl'alo is prac- 
tically an extinct animal. Tho failure 
of their chief source of food l.iu; reduc- 
ed the Indians to great straits. I 'auuiies 
havo been known to kill and oat 
their younger uiemberH, and not long 
ago the iMounted Police captured an 
Iniiian who iuul killed and dried his 
wife, five children and mother-in-law, 
for vrintor fopdl In. tlicir e.\treniity 
the British Indians demand that tho 
followers of Sirnxf! T5ri.L shall bo sent 
.icross the line to their own country. 
Tlioy have nsked the Canadian Vxox- 
ornment to fien<l them back, and threat- 
en to attack the iutrudons if tho de- 
mand bo not complied with. Now, 
SiTTrxo Bull's Siou.'C arc iu a dileimna. 
If they return south of the line tliey 
must surrender to United State.s troops 
or fight them, with the almost certain 
fate of cxtermiuntiou staring them in 
the face. With them it is a case of 
"out of the frying-pan and into the 
fire." They prefer the pan, and havo 
decided to remain in Canadian ierri 
tory. To this Grkat Bi;ai!, the Cana- 
dian Chief, has entered a protest and 
not only tlireatens to e.xterininate 
Sitting Bull's community but the 
Cauadian officials and settlers as well. 
Mr. Dewdney, who is the Chief Indian 
Commissioner, has succeeded in stayitig 
hostilities for a short time, and ha.ssent 
to Ottawa for troops to reinforce the 
Mounted Police, who are but 550 
strong. Governor Laird's fatnily havo 
already arrived at Winnipeg and great 
alarm is felt at tho almost certain 
prospect of war breaking out. The In- 
dians are very numerous in tho J^orth- | 
west Territory and should the}- once 
begin hostilities could only be put down 
by a vast oxpendituro of blood and 
treasure. Heretofore the Canadians 
Have maintained very pleasant relations 
wVh the native tribes, and wo strongly 
incline to the opinion that even now 
the good understanding will not be dis- 
turbed.

As Canada, to her great loss, 
has long been the slaughter-market of 
the States, so will the United King- 
dom without a radical cliaugc of jjolioy 
more and more become not only to 
that great country, but to France, 
Belgium and all the other Eu- 
ropean communities now making their 
own tarifls more and more prohibitory. 
AVIio can blame them for thus develop- 
ing their own resources? The wcll- 
kuown and many-sided Professor 
Blackio of Edinbui-gh, in a recent 
speech, carefully . prepared for the 
press, animadverts on the stupid sel- 
lishndss of the British in expecting that 
foreigners should forever be Hatisfled to 
have tiu5 United Kingtlom their work- 
shop. Britain will soon have to come 
to thi^ plain, comuion sense wa}' of only 
purchasing from such foreign nations 
as fairly reciprocate with lior. Keal, 
genuine free trade between the United 
Kingdom and her world wido dep(Mi- 
deneies would be an incalculable bene- 
fit to all. Commeiiceinent on a proper 
basis may soon be made witli Canada.

Editor Colonist: — The greatest col- 
onial move since the secession a cen- 
tury ago of tho "Thirteen American 
Colonies" ought to, and surely will, be 
a success, all the more likely, perhaps, 
in consequence of tho general depros- 
sion of trade and the disagreement be- 
tween landlord and tenant throughout 
the United Kingdom, with, according 
to locality, less or more acerbity. 
Such a condition of things may have 
been neccs.sary to arouse tho ea.sy-mind- 
ed, uninformed, newly-rich old men of 
late thronging into tho British House 
of Commons to a sense of the gravity 
of the situation. Earl Beaconstield 
long since, in eloquent words and often, 
has condomned the policy still to a di- 
minished extent in vogue with the 
Liberal party of one by one casting oil' 
the Colonies, and of, with British 
North America, beginning tho dis- 
grrfceful work of disintegration. 
Bcaconsfield who, for its permanent 
good, has given the British common- 
wealth several surprises, and who 
through the wiso fox-esightness of his, 
at first, startling measures, has through- 
out been sustained by large parlia- 
mentary majorities, is not likely to 
hesitate in granting tlio reasonable, 
well-founded request of tho Dominion 
cabinet, ably and exhanstivcly present- 
ed, as it of course has been by Canada's 
foremost statesmen of late for that 
pu'i'pose in the British metropolis. Sir 
John A, and his wortiiy coadjutors in 
and outvof' the cabinet (Canada has 
■Srarm fnends in London) had perhaps 
some assurance of gaining their point 
before deciaivoly testing tho sireii^dh 
of the ties of affection, mutual duty 
and mutual interest, binding the Moth- 
erland to Canada, her nearest, oldest 
and most important beyond-sea )>os 
session— tho one she has several times 
fought for in tho past, and now, more 
important .still, the one which will 
soon bo the great connecting link with 
other most valuable and loyal depend- 
encies further off. From London to 
Fiji and New Zealand, by sea and rail- 
way, via Halifax and Eaquimalt, will 
yet he the shorteat and safest lino of 
travel practicable between tho Old 
Homo and Australasia. Yes; Sir John 
A.'s bold appeal to tho rulers and capi- 
talists of the Empiro is briefly this; — 
"Will you, without costing a farthing 
to the much-enduring British taxpay 
er* by granting the guarantee and 
loan asked for, help Canada in her time 
of need, or will you not]" The security 
offered is genuine and very ample. 
To tho Mother Country its value may 
eventually be priceless, for in Canada 
'may yet develop a Greater Britain 
than the world baa yet seen. It would 
profoundly grieve loyal colonists every- 
where — persuaded as thoy are that 
British institutions, with admitted de- 
fects, are nevertheless by far the best 
..m;the;.Eng)i8h;spea)cingifg{iTt8^ 
yrorii — ^to see this security (tho 
btmdred-miliion acres) pass, for speedy 
developpSent'^ into other hands.

It was a remark- 
ablc sight; here was a boat pulling 
through the water with no sign of 
smoke from her cliiinnc3's, no speck of 
soot in her flues or fire box, no fireman, 
no opening of furnace doors, no dirt, 
no coal going in, and no clinkers or 
ashes to be-seen anywhere 1 A turn of 
the hand regidated the roaring flame 
that seemed trying to overpower the 
limits of tho furnace, and another turn 
of the hand brought the tire down to a 
quiet little flame, a foot or two long. 
During the time occupied by the test 
about 20 gallons of crude oil wero con- 
sumed, and the estimate was that with 
oil at ijl per barrel this fuel was 
equivalent to coal at 6 cents in heat 
producing value, other things being 
equal. But in everything else the ad 
vadtages aro not equal, but immensely 
on the side of the oil. Tho labor is 
niuch less from tho doing away with 
tho expense of firing up. The economy 
of space from the dispensing with largo 
coal bunkers and the use of a small oil 
tank instead is very much greater. 
Then there is less wear upon boilers, 
loss dirt, less time in coaling up, and 
less nuisance generally. No doubt 
there would bo a rise in tho price of 
oil and a fall in tho price of coal if oil 
were to be substituted for producing 
steam. But whether tho alteration 
would bo enough to drive tho oil out of 
the business only experience could tell. 
At present the over production of oil 
is so great that the oil-men would be 
glad of any outlet for their produce. 
Seven million barrels of 40 gallons each 
are stored in the -Pennsylvania district 
alone.

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings %cithin certain Fire InmiU 
within the City of Victoria : 

1, That such part of tno City bounded 
oil the Nortlt by Johnson street, on the 
South by Fort atreot, on tho East by 
13i-oail .sti-oet and on tlio West by tho 
Water Front :\go bo lioreby declared with- 
in tlio Fire Limits of the City of Victoria. 
The centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall bo limits re- 
ferred to above. ' . , 

2. All Biiilditig.s hereafter erected with- 
in tho Firo Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walla mado of Brick, 
Stone or other incombustible nmtorial and 
such outside Walls sh.all extend four feet 
above W'M Plate of Roof, and ijarty Walla 
shall .also extend to samo , height above 
Wall Plato of lioof. Hoof* ahall bo cov- 
ered with sncii material as will aflbrd pro- 
tection against Fiic and tho Walla £hall 
1)0 so coiwlvticted ;is to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho interior and 
oxtorior of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed tho height 
of Fire Walls, then tho Roof must bo 

\ covered with such material as will atlbrd 
protection against Fire. In tho case of 
tiablea the S\';dls arc to bo carried up to 
the fidl height of tho Ape.x of said Roof. 
Tlio term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Priviea or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustiblo 
i materials, .shall be mado to conform to 
j this Ordinance. 

i 4: The Wooden Building within the 
i said Fire Limits shall not bo altered or 
I changed without the written permiaaion of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
I Department, approved Viy a majority of 
tho File ^\':\nlellH, which permit shall 
i specify fully the alterations or changes re- 
I quired, ami no .such permit shall bo giver. 
I if any increase will be made by tho pro- 
I posed change or alteration in the size of 
I iiny Wooden Building "within the said 
I Limits, ov if such repairs or altoratloos 
I will incrcaso the value of such building 
j more than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
! plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall bo kept on file in the 
office of the City Clerk. 

5. No Building within tho said Firo 
Limits shall bo removed except to n por- 
tion of the same lot on which it staii'ds or 
to a point outside tho Firo Limits. 

(>. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of the Firo Wardens, a dau- 
ir.irnnst nuisanco, or wlicii any Wooden 
Tiuililint; within the said Fire Limits shall, 
in tlio judgment of the Chief Engineer 
and a majority of tho Fire Wardens, bo 
damaged by fire to tho extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and the person ro- 
coiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving tho same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. 0;ii' Slorij jBniVi/i/iyi— Foundations 
to be notloss than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gi'avel, aa the case may 
be, brick walls to be not lesa than Iwelve 
inches thiclc. Two Story Bmldings— 
Foundations (o bo not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. Brick Tfa/Js— Ground 
floor to bo not less than seventeen' inches 
thick; first tlnor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. .\ny pcr.son or persons violating any 
of the provisions of thia Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each d.ay of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall be deemed 
a now oH'enco and punished accordingly. 

0. The Chief Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Dcp.artinent and tho Fire Wardens 
aro required to see that the provisions of 
this Bylaw aro enforced and to makia.^om- 
plaints in the Police Court for violiifidn 
thereof. 

10. This I'.yliw may be cited for all 
purposes as "The liyla'w for Prohibiting 
tlie Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879. ' 
Passed the Municipal Council thia 
Sixteenth day of July, One Thou- 
sand Eight Htindred and Seventy- 
nine.
